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DESCRIPTION AND SCOPE OF PROJECT 


The Chief, Medical Staff, has surveyed the field, for procurement of medical 
personnel and points out the decreasing availability of doctors and medical tech- 
nicians. Generally, doctors become available at the end of term in July of each 
year, but after the present July, Service needs and other needs will consume the 
available personnel. Medical technicians are primarily procured from former Navy 
Petty Officers, and these too are becoming harder to find. Meanwhile, covert plans 
are under consideration which will require a substantial number of both doctors and 
technicians. Chief, Medical Staff, recommends ' 
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As recruitment is primarily for OPC projects, unvouchered funds are recommended 
chargeable to that office. As needed, however, diversion may be made to departmental 
staff and charge made to vouchered funds where appropriate. The doctors’ security 
clearance may be completed while undergoing hospital training. • ‘ 
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
